SOME  CONTROVERSY  EXIST  AMONG  GENEALOGISTS  WITH  REGARD  TO 
THE  EARLY  GENERATIONS  IN  THIS  COUNTRY,  BUT  THE  ORGIN  OF  THE 
FAMILY  IN  EUROPE  HAS  BEFN  WELL  AUTHENTICATED. 

THIS  WAS  ORIGINALLY  AN  OCCUPATIONAL  NAME  GIVEN  TO  THE  liAN 
IN  CHARGE  OF  THE  LANDS  WHERE  THE  WILD  BIRDS  LIVED  AND  WHO  SUP- 
PLIED THE  GAME  AND  FOV/L  DURING  MEDIEVAL  TIMES.  SUCH  A POSITION 
BECAME  HEREDITARY  IN  TIME  AND  WHEN  SURNAMES  BECAME  CUSTOMARY, 
IT  WAS  ADOPTED  BY  THE  FAMILY. 

THE  FIRST  FOWLER  NAME  OF  NOTE  IS  SAID  TO  HAVE  ORIGINATED 
WITH  KING  HENRY  THE  FIRST,  BORN  ABOUT  876  A.D.  DIED  936  A.D. 
AND  WAS  SURNAMED  THE  FOWLER. THE  DESCENDANTS  (F  HENRY  THE  FOWLER 
WERE  CONSPICOUS  FOR  PROWESS  IN  ARMS,  AND  WERE  ENCOURAGED  BY 
RULERS  OF  FRANCE  TO  SETTLE  IN  NORMANDY , WHENCE  THEY  ACCOMPANIED

THE  ARMS  CONSIST  OF  A BLUE  SHIELD  WITH  SILVER  CHEVRON 
SHOWING  ROYAL  SERVICE.  THREE  MAiTESE  CROSSES  IN  THE  CHEVRON 
INDICATES  PARTICIPATION  IN  THE  CRUSADES.  THREE  GOLD  LIONS  ON 
GUARD  FIID  THE  BALANCE  OF  THE  SHIELD.  A SILVER  HELMET  TOPING 
THE  SHIELD  REPRESENTS  NOBILITY,  AND  THE  HELMET  IS  BACKED  BY 
SILVER  AND  BLUE  FOLIATED  GARLANDS,  EMBLEM  OF  KNIGHTHOOD.  THE

TODAY,  HERE  IN  AMERICA  CAN  BE  FOUND  MANY  PROUD  DESEND^ANTS 
OF  THIS  FAMILY,  PROMINENT  IN  THE  ARTS  ANT)  SCIENCES,  AS  I-/ELL  AS 
IN  THE  WORLD  OF  COET^ERCE.

(For  tlic  past  (\\o  \voeks, 
(lip  Daily  Ncns  has  present- 
pft  tile  story  of  two  towns  in 
fli"  iS'eoslio  , trade  area  and 
will  continue  llie  series  on 
cities  in  the  New ton  iMcDon- 
ald  County  area,  but  this 
week  VP  prese-*;  the  story  of 
sonie  of  the  towns  which 
once  esisted  in  McDonald 
Coniity.  but  liave  passed  into 
oblivion  throiigh  the  100 
years  history.  Such  a story 
will  later  be  presented  on 
former  towns  in  Newton 
County.) 


A history  of  towns  of  McDon- ' 
aid  County  would  not  be  complete  I 
without  telling  the  story  of  Split- 
log.  a community  which  was  a' 
thriving  village  around  1880.  Tlie  ' 
town,  located  southwest  of  Good- 
man, had  its  beginning  around 
1880  when  a Dr.  Benna  from  Cal- 
ifornia came  to  the  area  and  be- 
"•1  to  prospect  for  gold  and  sil- 
ver. 

_ lie  mined  for  several  years 
ind  then  according  to  history  in- 1 
■'crested  Smith  Nichols  of  Seneca  i 
and  M.  W.  Clay,  also  of  New'ton 
County,  in  the  venture.  The  min-j 
ing  showed  some  promise  and  Mr.  ■ 
Clay  sold  his  interest  to  a 
j wealthy  Indian.  Mathias  Splitlog.  :

At  | 
its  height.  Elk  Mills  had  a drug 
store,  a hotel,  two  general  stores , 
and  a numlier  of  families.  As; 
areas  shifted,  the  town  dwin- j 
died  away  and  the  residents  were 
absorbed  into  other  towns  which

Caverna  was  located  on  the  | 

; Mi.ssouri-Arkansas  line,  south  of' 
|PineviIlc.  and  received  its  name; 
f tlw  niaiiv  caves  in  the  area.  ' 
The  post  office  v as  established  ; 
there  around  1867  and  in  the  ear- ^ 
.ly  days,  due  to  abundant  water.! 
v.as  a milling  center.  The  town* 


jdied  away,  but  there  are  still' 
j service  stations  arv:l  some  houses 
! clustered  about  the  spot  near  the 
:old  town,  on  a busy  highway. 

One  of  the  popular  spas  in  the 
entire  area  was  Saratoga 
Springs,  now  just  off  .Highway  90 
between  Noel  and  Southwest 
City.  The  town  wa.s  platted  in  1880 
’with  700  lots.  A huge  spring  which 
still  flows  nearby,  was  believed 
,to  be  of  medicinal  value  and  the 
town  and  resort  area  grew  up 
around  it.  A year  after  the  town 
I was  platted,  100  lots  had  been 
sold  and  26  homes  built,  and  a ! 
school,  several  stores  and  at 
newspaper  established.  Later,! 
with  the  development  of  South- 1 
I west  City,  a few  miles  to  the' 
west,  the  town  died  away  with 
only  a few  houses  remamrng 
there  today. 

Powell  i.s  still  a town  located 
on  Sugar  Creek  on  Highway  E.  A 
small  mill  e.visted  tliere  before 
the  Civil  War  and  the  postoffice 
was  established  there  shortly  af- 
ter the  war.  There  are  a general 
store  and  several  homes  in  the 
Powell  area,  which  is  located  in 
one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  I 
Missouri  Ozarks.  Today  one  of! 
Powell's  best-known  citizens  is  { 
song  writer  Albert  Brumley,  who* 
still  is  working  at  this  chore  and  j 
has  now  established  a printing! 
.plant  to  publish  the  songs. 

Tiff  City,  a McDonald  County 
l^town  on  the  Missouri-Oklahoma 
border,  is  still  a thriving  com- 
■ uuinity.  serving  as  the  trade  area 
lor  a large  section,  a.s  well  as  be- 
ing located  on  the  road  to 
Grand  Lake.  That  city  was  e.s- 
tablished  in  1881  arvd  has  shown 
a steady  growth.  The  first  post  of- 
fice was  established  by  S.  L.  Hop- 
kin.s  in  1876.  A hotel  was  opened 
in  1886  by  A.  W.  Gillum  and  the 
town  grew  to  several  stores  in 
an  early  day.  There  was  also  a 
I bank  located  there  at  one  time. 

I ■' 

i Today  there  is  a small  city  with* 
I several  stores  located  at  the  gate- 
' way  to  the  Oklahoma  lake  area. 

Located  on  Buffalo  Creek, 
southwest  of  Neo.'ho.  was  a town 
known  as  Gates,  named  after  Civ-1 
11  War  General  Gates.  This  com-| 
munity  later  became  known  asj 
May,  where  a general  store  is 
still  located  by  that  name.  Anoth- 
er town  of  an  early  day  in  the 
county  was  Enterprise,  A town  of 
40  houses  and  about  200  persons, 
located  on  Patterson  Creek  near 
Tiff  City.  Phillip  Rinehart  in  1883 
received  permission  to  open  a 
road  and  establish  a town  just 
over  the  Newton  - McDonald ' 


County  line,  south  of  Seneca, 
which  later  became  the  commu- 
nity of  Hart.  There  are  still  a 
general  store  and  several  homes 
in  that  area. 

Rutledge  was  McDonald  Coun- 
ty’s first  county  seat  and  was 
located  on  Elk  River,  just  off 
Highway  71,  near  Elk  Springs. 
The  town  vvas  founded  in  1849. 
Here  were  located  a wooden 
courthouse,  jaU  & several  stores. 
The  town  passed  out  of  - exis*. 

tence  when  the  courhthouse  was  I 
moved  to  Pineville.  Later  the 
town  was  known  as  Madge  and] 
after  that.  Elk  Springs,  around! 
which  was  developed  a resort 
community  after  the  Kansas 
City  Southern  Railroad  passed 
through  the  area. 

There  are  other  towns  in  Mc- 
: Donald  County,  McNatt  and 
! Erie,  which  largely  passed  from 
I e.xislence  after  the  establishment 
jof  Ft,  Crowder.  Coy  is  stiU  a 
I com  munity  west  of  Anderson  on 
I Highway  76  and  Bethpage.  one 
'of  the  older  towns  in  McDonald 
County,  is  still  a thriving  com- 
munity, and  Indian  Springs,  lo- 
cated near  McNatt,  was  a resort 
area  in  the  early  days  of  the 
county.  That  town  at  one  time 
had  a population  of  several  hun- 
dred persons,  with  large  hotels 
and  a steamboat  which  made  its 
way  up  a lake  created  from  the 
waters  of  Indian  Creek 

Another  McDonald  County 
town,  in  the  northeastern  part  of 
the  county,  is  still  a community 
of  a large  number  of  homes,  a 
high  school  and  stores,  located 

on  Highway  76.  The  post  office 
was  established  around  1865  with 
several  families  living  there  In 
1850.  The  peculiar  name  came 
from  the  terrain  which  sloped 
jinto  a peaceful  valley.  Rocky 
Comfort  has  a large  consobdat- 
* ed  school  and  is  a town  of  some 
|200  persons. 

! Many  of  the  towns  of  early 
I days  in  McDonald  County  have 
I passed  into  oblivion  as  the  rail- 
road missed  the  area  and  the 
population  moved.  Others  re-' 
mained  as  smaller  towns  and 
trading  centers,  now  linked  up 
with  improved  highways  to  larg- 
er towns' and  with  homes  of  per- 
sons who  prefer  the  rural  way  of 
living  to  the  crowded  city  with  j 
its  many  problems.
